In Brussels, a NATO spokesman said that to 
halt the bombing campaign on Easter, and thus 
ease pressure on die Serbian forces pursuing 
ethnic Albanians, would be “deeply inhu- 
mane,” and he ruled out any respite in the air 
assault. 

As described by NATO officials, the urgent 
situation on the ground in Kosovo, coupled with 
the approach of Easter, appeared to place the

The dollar brought only 2,400 rupiah 
before the East Asian financial crisis 
struck in July 1997. 

Hit by that crisis, Indonesia’s econ- 
omy shrank by 13 percent in 1998-99.

Revival Built on a Glittering Museum 

Guggenheim Bilbao Draws Crowds and Cash to Basque Country City

BILBAO, Spain — Can a single 
building bring a whole city back to 

life? , . , . 

More precisely, can a single modern 
building designed for an abandoned 
shipyard by a laid-back California ar- 
chitect breathe new economic and cui- 
tnral life into a decaying industrial city 
in the Spanish rust belt? 

It wtnild be a tall order for an or- 
dinary building, but the sprawling, 
curving, shimmering titanium struc- 
ture that Bank Gehiy designed for the 
Guggenheim Museum Bilbao is any- 
thing but that. Philip Johnson, no mean 
architect himself, calls Mr. Gehry’s 
new museum “the greatest building of 
our time.” The Tunes of London says 
it is * 'the world's most exciting modem 
building.” 

And for Bilbao's debt-ridden gov- 
ernment, which somehow scratched to- 


gether $100 million to place a huge bet 
on this daring structure, it has been a 
smashing success. 

In the IS months since the museum 
opened, tourism here in Spain’s 
Basque Country has increased 28 per- 
cent nearly all of it attributed to the 
Guggenheim. 

A study by foe consulting firm 
KPMG found that the museum "in its 
first 12 months generated added value 
and wealth in the economy of the 
Basque Country of more than $160 
million” — enough to create 3,800 
jobs. For cities around foe world, it has 
become the classic case study of eco- 
nomic revival based on culture. 

_ “Normally, you couldn’t say that a 
single building saved a city,” said Josu 
Jon Imaz, commerce minis ter of the 
provincial government “But this 
building — it's magic! 

“Our media image in Basque Coun- 
try had unfortunately been sbaped by 
our years of terrorist violence. But now 


the reports are about our wonderful 
museum. We are depicted as modem, 
alive, a place that turned to the arts to 
improve foe urban environment” 

The commerce minister said that the 
impact goes beyond tourism, which has 
□ever been as important here in the 
gritty cities of northern Spain as it is on 
the sunny Mediterranean shores far to 
the south. 

“To attract industry, a region needs 
a transport infrastructure, good com- 
munications, an educated labor force. 
We always bad that, but who knew? 
Today, our Guggenheim Museum gets 
companies to come here in the first 
place, and then they see what we have 
to offer.” 

The Basque government has hired 
other prominent architects to help re- 
verse its battered image. A new subway 
system, new bridges and a new airport 
are also in foe works.

BRUSSELS — Senior NATO offi- 
cials say they confront serious military 
and political difficulties in halting a 
brutal Serb offensive that has already 
devastated Kosovo and overwhelmed 
neighboring states with a massive flood 
of refugees. 

Allied commanders have revised 
their strategy to focus more firepower 
on disrupting Serb attacks on the ground 
and pommeling targets right up the 
chain of command. 

But there are no guarantees that the 
broadened scope and accelerated tempo 
of bombing raids that was approved by 
allied governments early Wednesday 
will succeed. By the terms of its original 
mission, which the secretary-general of 
NATO, Javier Solana Madariaga, de- 
scribed as “the need to stop foe killing 
and prevent a humanitarian disaster,” 
NATO already appears to have failed. 

Alliance commanders say foe new 
strategy will take direct aim at 
Yugoslavia 'spotitical and military hier- 
archy, including President Slobodan 
Milosevic. General Klaus Naumann, 
chairman of NATO’s military commit- 
tee, said: “His sole interest is to cling to 

C er. We are going to grind his armed 
ss to pieces and chip away at all of 
foe instruments that keep him in power 
until we succeed.”

U.S. Warns North Korea 
Not to Test or Sell Missiles

SEOUL — The United States has 
warned North Korea of ‘‘very serious 
consequences” if it test-fires or exports 
its new long-range missiles, a senior 
U.S. official said Wednesday. 

North Korea said it would not change 
its missile policy under "constant 
threats" from the United States, but 
there were reports that it was willing to 
consider limits on its missile program in 
return for cash compensation. 

Any further flight-testing of long- 
range missiles and any further exports 
would have ' * very serious negative con- 
sequences” for the evolution of rela- 
tions between the United States and 
North Korea, Robert Einhom, the 
deputy assistant secretary of state for 
nonproliferation, said after flying into 
Seoul from Pyongyang. 

Talks on foe North Korean missile 
program have been held sporadically 
since April 1996. 

But this round of folks was foe first 


since Pyongyang surprised foe world 
last August by firing a new generation, 
three-stage rocket that flew over Japan 
and into foe Pacific. 

North Korea said it was only putting a 
small satellite into orbit, but foe test has 
added to tension in its relations with 
several countries, especially Japan. 

Mr. Einhom is scheduled to fly to 
Tokyo on Thursday to brief Japanese 
officials. He held talks in Pyongyang on 
Monday and Tuesday about foe North 
Korean missile program, and he said the 
discussions were substantive but 
achieved no breakthrough. 

“This round of talks was highly sub- 
stantive,” he said. "We had frank ex- 
changes. I can’t say we made any break- 
through." 

North Korea repeated its demand for 
compensation to end exports of missiles 
and missile technology, a senior U.S. 
administration official said.

For a Pickpocket, 12, the Pickings Are Good

H EKOU, China — Pert and smiley, with a 
slaggy walk and jerky manner, Du Rea- 
ming looks as amiable as an overgrown 
puppy. 

Days go by; Be riming hangs out by a river that 
scrapes along die jagged underbelly of China's long 
sontnem girth, with Vietnam on the other side. 
Reaming, 12, seems aimless, but he is always 
looking for an easy victim. 

Here it comes. Maybe. A gaggle of red-capped 
tourists from northern China approach a clearing by 
the riverfront, chattering and snapping pictures. 
Reaming circles in, eyes darting. He drifts along- 
side an overweight woman with a fat red purse, but 
she notices him getting close and clutches her 
moneybag, and he backs off. 

Reaming is a pickpocket. He survives, and 
thrives, feeding off the unsuspecting. He is in his 
element in this seedy border town, where cunning 
seems a virtue and lawlessness is rewarded. 

Pasty-faced (all girls loiter in front of “beauty 
parlors" that line the riverfront, offering a sham- 
poo, a massage or more. Gambling takes place 
openly on card tables Inside small storefronts. 
Heroin is readily available and cheap, coming from 
nearby Burma and Laos. 

It is not a healthy environment for a child. Then 
again , ic is not really a healthy place for anyone. 
Except maybe for someone looking for “black 
money," as the Chinese call income earned illicitly. 

China's Communist officials often appear to 
outsiders like stem, authoritarian keepers of a well- 
oiled monolith. Outside Beijing, however, life on 
the ground often seems so chaotic and thinly mon- 
itored that the government has trouble keeping 
track, much, less keeping control. That may be 
especially true in a border town. 

•A lot of youngsters here, Renming says, no 
longer bother with school. 

“It's boring," he said. “My ma says I can learn 
more earning money on the street." 

His mother, Yang Lihua, shucks sugarcane in 
front of a little stall where she also sells soft drinks 
and plastic footwear. 

“He goes to school," she protested at first. But in 
the course of conversation, she softened: “Not 
every day. Sometimes." 

H ER BANANA trade went bad last year, 
Mrs. Yang complained, as suppliers from 
Vietnam became too numerous. So with 
her soft drink seal! barely breaking even, 
she says she needs the money her son brings in. How 
macb is that? 

“It depends," she said, demurring. 

In part, it depends on bow many times Renming 
gets caught by the local police, who usually let him 
go after his mother produces some “compensa- 
tion" in the form of cash. Sometimes, Renming 
says, his mother and the police squabble over the 
price. He has often spent the night in the local police 
station, waiting for a deal to be cut 
A few blocks away, a pimp named Liu, sporting a 
One polo shirt and a crewcut, spends most afternoons

Mr. Liu tried his hand in the banana trade, too, but 
gave up last year for the same reason as Mrs. Yang. 
Running a beauty parlor is better, he said, and the 
authorities do not bother him. 

“The police here are all my friends.” Mr. Liu 
said cheerfully, explaining that he is a former po- 
liceman himself. 

Over at the bridge that leads to Vietnam, small- 
time trade seems brisk.

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EU Makes Plans to Aid 
Refugees From Kosovo

BRUSSELS — The European Union 
will discuss plans next week to take in 
refugees from Kosovo and set up a new 
fund to finance relief operations and 
repatriate displaced persons, officials 
siodWednesday. 

Foreign ministers and probably in- 
terim’ and justice ministers “will talk 
about burden-sharing, in terms of fi- 
nancing and the number of people they 
in, and the kind of minimum rights 
to grant the refugees who are arriving in 
EU countries," said a spokesman for the 
European Commission, Nico Wegter.

Joe Williams, Jazz Singer, Dies at 80

NEW YORK — Joe Williams, whose 
urbane bass-baritone and suavely heart- 
broken songs made Mm one of the most 
important singers in jazz, died Monday 
in Las Vegas. He was 80. 

Mr. Williams collapsed on a city 
street a few blocks from his home after 
walking out of Sunrise Hospital, where 
he had been admitted last weds for a 
respiratory ailment. The hospital had 
reported him missing several hours be- 
fore his body was found. 

Ron Flud, the Clark County Coroner, 
said Mr. Williams had apparently died of 
natural causes. 

As a blues and ballad singer, Mr. 
Williams was widely admired for his 
heartfelt tone and impeccable timing. 
“He sang real soul blues on which his 
perfect enunciation of the words gave 
the blues a new dimension," Duke El- 
lington wrote in his autobiography. 
“Music Is My Mistress." “All toe ac- 
cents were in toe right places and on the 
right words." 

Mr. Williams traded supple synco- 
pations with big bands and small groups 


and gave ballads a tender authority: his 
voice could also reach raw blue notes 
and breaking, ululating inflections that 
harked back to toe music's African 
roots. As toe singer with toe Count Basie 
Orchestra in the 1950s, he carried toe 
group to its commercial peak, beginning 
with what became his signature song, 
Memphis Slim’s “Every Day (I Have 
toe Blues)." 

The jazz singer Cassandra Wilson 
said Tuesday: “He brought the blues 
from toe country to the city. His voice is 
rich and it’s bittersweet, but it’s a very 
composed sound. Everything is well- 
formed in his mind before he opens Ms 
month, and it's flawlessly executed. He 
reminds me of autumn. His voice is 
bronze and burnt sienna and golden, 
warm and enveloping, just an incredible 
instrument. It’s a life’s work to create 
that kind of a sound." 

Mr. Williams reached his broadest 
audience in the 1980s with occasional 
television appearances on “The Cosby 
Show" as Grandpa AL, whose remin- 
iscences about Chicago were often 
drawn from his own lue. But his re- 
cording career continued into the 1990s. 
His album “Nothin’ but the Blues" won 


him a Grammy Award in 1984 as best 
jazz vocalist. 

He was named Joseph Goreed when 
he was born to a teen-aged mother on 
Dec. 12, 1918, in toe small town of 
Cordele, Georgia. When he was 3, his 
grandmother took him to Chicago, 
where his mother had gone to work as a 
cook; he lived with his mother and aunt, 
who both played the piano. 

He sang in church, learned some pi- 
ano and listened to jazz and opera on toe 
radio, particularly to Ethel Waters, 
whose precise diction and deep emotion 
left a lasting impression on his style. 

He started singing with a teen-aged 
gospel quartet when be was 14. A year 
later, he was found to have tuberculosis 
and had to have a lung collapsed for 
treatment, but his voice was undamaged. 

Well into toe 1990s, Mr. Williams 
was one of the most dependably moving 
performers in jazz. Standing nearly still, 
perhaps with his hands folded in front of 
him, he would make ballads sound like 
resonant, in tima te conversation, then 
open up a blues with a voice tok was 
bath knowing and heartsick. 

He is survived by his wife, Jillean 
Hugbes-D’Aeth, and daughter.

Iberia Strike Causes Cancellations 

MADRID (AP) — Spain’s state-owned airline, Iberia, and 
striking pilots have failed so far to end a work stoppage that is 
causing disruptions for Easter holiday travelers. 

Iberia, which is being privatized, said it had canceled 400 
flights in the first four days of the strike, and plans to scrap 
another 188 between Thursday and Monday. The carrier 
averages 800 flights a day. 

Pilots called the strike to protest what they call Iberia's 
failure to sign a new contract and its hiring of new pilots at a 
lower pay scale than toe existing one. 

Staff on Airlines Neglect Disabled 

WASHINGTON (NYT) — Disabled air travelers are often

Smoking Suit 
Ends in Award 
Of $81 Million

NEW YORK — A state jury in 
Portland, Oregon, has ordered the 
largest award yet in a smoking-related 
lawsuit, ruling that Philip Morris Cos. 
must pay $81 million to the family of a 
. man who smoked Marlboro cigarettes 
’ for four decades before be died. 

The verdict Tuesday, coming just a 
month after a San Francisco jury 
awarded $51 million in another case 
brought by an individual smoker 
against Philip Morris, could inrtiraty 
that the tobacco industry's legal for- 
tunes may have shifted, analysts said. 
In recent years, the public has wit- 
nessed a constant drumbeat of doc- 
uments damaging to cigarette makers, 
which industry analysts say may be a 
factor in the jury derisions. 

For example, in both cases involving 
Philip Morris, the juries called for large 
punitive damages, which are meant to 
punish a company for its behavior. In 
its decision Tuesday, the jury awarded 
$79.5 million in punitive damages and 
,$ 1.6 million in compensatory damages 
to the family of Jesse Williams, a jan- 
* itorwho died in 1997,five months after 
lung cancer was diagnosed. In the San 
Francisco case, the jury awarded $50 
million in punitive damages.

A S THE hours tick down 
to tire end of the mil- 
lennium and anxiety escalates 
over the advent of the An- 
tichrist, computer bugs and 
Dick Clark’s ultimate “New 
Year’s Rockin’ Eve,’ ’ I catch 
myself fantasizing about the 
old story of Rip van Winkle.

-TTiere are the Uranians, who 
with an almost poignant faith 
in die power of education, ex- 
pect that in 2001 a stack of 
interlocking spaceships will 
land in *e California desert, 
rere a bevy of extraierrestn- 


ab from different planets will 
establish a New Age univer- 
sity. Far dsuker in their pre- 
dictions are Earth Changers, 
who warn tint Mother Earth 
has had enough of human- 
kind's abuse and will soon un- 
leash a vengeful rash of fam- 
ine, disease, floods and con- 
tinent-ahering earthquakes. 

Heard sums, up die Earth 
Changers’ theology with. the 
catchy motto, “My planet 
wants me dead.". 

Heard also spent time with 
dreamers of immortality. 
There are the life-extension- 
ists who believe that mega- 
doses of vitamins will keep 
them breathing far centuries, 
and the xryonics techies who 
plan to keep tteirbodies (or at 
least their heads) on ice until 
scientific advances grant them 
eternal life. We also meet a 
jolly bunch of Ebertarians 
who want to greet the mil- 
lennium in their own South 
Pacific micronation called the 
Freedominium of Merica. 

To rive his subjects then- 
due, Heard resolved that he 
would try not to practice what

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Kosovo Spotlight Shines on Gore

WASHINGTON — While some Re- 
publican presidential candidates are fry- 
ing to avoid the thorny subject of Amer- 
ican involvement in Kosovo, Vice Pres- 
ident Al Gore does not have that luxury. 

The vice president is inextricably en- 
twined with the Clinton administration's 
policy on the bombing campaign. He 
describes himself as an “active par- 
ticipant" in the decision-making, and he 
has been a strong advocate of the bomb- 
ing while he campaigns and raises 
money across the country — a political 
pursuit that Republicans have called “a 
disgrace’ ’ while Americans are at risk in 
the aerial conflict 

Behind the scenes, Mr. Gore was the 
one who informed former Presidents 
George Bush, Gerald Ford and Jimmy 
Carter of the impending air strikes. 

He called Prime Minister Yevgeni 
Primakov of Russia to tell him that 
NATO was beginning the bombings, 
leading Mr. Primakov to cancel a meet- 
ing in Washington and mm his flight 
around over the Atlantic. 

Mr. Gore has been meeting privately 
with President Bill Clinton and parti- 
cipates in military briefings at the White 
House. 

In expressing his support for the 
bombing, Mr. Gore said in Alabama, 

* ‘Despite the risks, in my opinion, we are 
doing the right thing." 

Administration officials say that Mr. 
Gore has always carried weight on for- 
eign affairs in the White House, partly 
because of his military service — he 
worked as an army journalist for seven 
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mouths in Vietnam — and because he 
specialized in subjects such as arms con- 
trol during his eight years in the Senate. 

“The vice president always comes to 
the table prepared and with strong 
views,” said Joe Lockhart, Mr. Clin- 
ton’s spokesman. “I know the president 
relies on him. He’s the one who has no 
institutional representation; he doesn't 
represent the Pentagon, he doesn’t rep- 
resent tiie State Department" 

Mr. Clinton has largely been using 
Mr. Gore, though, as a public spokesman 
on the U.S.-led NATO bombings. “One 
of the best roles he can play is artic- 
ulating the policy," an administration 
official said. 

When the bombing began last week, 
Mr. Gore’s team considered scrapping a 
long-planned political trip to New 
Hampshire. Bnt they concluded that the 
amount of press attention that he would 
attract — this was the first trip on which 
he was to mingle with small groups of 
voters — would be useful in helping to 
advance the administration’s policy. 

Indeed, while he was in North Con- 
way, New Hampshire, on Friday night, 
his interviews about Kosovo with local 
television stations were broadcast by the 
national networks. 

Mr. Gore said that although the de- 
cision to begin air strikes was a difficult 
one, “it was not an especially contro- 
versial decision internally" because the 
administration was convinced that Pres- 
ident Slobodan Milosevic of Yugoslavia 
was committing atrocities. 

“Everybody understands this guy is a 
butcher," Mr. Gore said, adding that he 
expected the bombing to continue for a 
long time. 


In a half-dozen speeches throughout 
his two-day swing across New Hamp- 
shire, the vice president talked about the 
bombings. 

At a gathering of about 70 people in a 
living room in Concord, he described 
Mr. Milosevic this way: "He's one of 
these junior-league Hitler types who 
tries to hold on to power by stirring up 
hatred among his own people.*’ 

He said of American participation in 
the bombing. “If we stood by and did 
nothing while this kind of activity oc- 
curred. we would not be true to our 
values." 

Id response to a question, Mr. Gore 
said: “I do not support the introduction 
of ground troops in combat settings in 
the Balkans. I believe we can achieve 
our objectives through the use of air 
power." 

That comment was a clearer formu- 
lation than other administration offi- 
cials, including Mr. Clinton, have 
offered in their briefings and speeches, 
when they have taken care to say they 
have “no plans" for ground troops. 

Mr. Gore is virtually the only pres-

McDougal Court Allows 
Testimony Against Starr

LITTLE ROCK. Arkansas — The judge in ihe Susan 
McDougal contempt trial has decided that the jury can hear 
allegations of harassment against the office of Kenneth Starr 
matte by a Virginia woman under indictmenrin the Monica 
Lewinsky investigation. 

The ruling Tuesday was a key victory for Mrs. McDougal in 
trying to torn the tables on Mr. Starr, and effectively put him 
on trial for aggressive tactics used in prosecuting her and other 
supporters of President Bill Clinton. Mrs. McDougal has 
sought to show that Julie Hiatt Steele, a minor figure in the 
Clinton -Lewinsky saga, suffered the sort of intimidation and

But prosecutors said Ms. Steele's testimony was irrelevant, 
and they were clearly taken aback by the decision of U.S. 
District Court Judge George Howard Jr. to allow the jury to 
hear it, probably on Friday. "We’re treading on dangerous, 
dangerous ground here," Julie Myers, the associate inde- 
pendent counsel, told the judge. 

Ms. Steele goes on trial May 3. At the request of Mr. Starr’s 
prosecutors, a grand jury in Virginia indicted her in January on 
four felony counts of obstructing justice and making a false 
statement in connection with her sworn testimony regarding 
Mr. Clinton's alleged groping of her one-time friend, Kath- 
leen Willey. 

Ms. Steele originally supported Mrs. Willey’s version of 
events, saying Mrs. Willey confided in her immediately after 
the alleged encounter in the White House with Mr. Clinton in 
1993. She later retracted that statement in sworn testimony, 
saying she had been lying. But prosecutors believe the retraction 
was a lie, made at the urging of Mr. Clinton's supporters. 

Ms. Steele testified for 10 minutes Tuesday afternoon, 
outside the presence of the jury, telling Judge Howard what 
she would say if allowed to testify at Mrs. McDougal’s trial. 

She portrayed herself as a victim of unfair tactics employed 
by Mr. Starr's Washington prosecutors and FBI agents, saying 
she was misled into thinking she might be a witness — not a 
target — of their investigation.

Over the past decade, psy- 
chiatrists and the news media have 
proclaimed the wonders of Prozac 
and the rest of a new generation of 
anti-depressant drags, known col- 
lectively as selective serotonin re- 
uptake inhibitors, or SSRls. 

Now a report from toe United 
States Department of Health and 
Human Services has confirmed 
what has long been an open secret 

MEANWHILE 

among mental-illness researchers: 
The SSRls are no more effective at 
treating depression than older 
classes of drugs such as tricyclics. 

Buried within this report is a 
larger and more disturbing story. 

During the past century, while 
scientists have acquired ever more 
detailed information about the 
brain with ever more powerful 
technologies, there have been vir- 
tually no genuine advances in 
treatments for depression and oth- 
er common mental disorders. 

From psychoanalysis to Proz- 
ac, all the therapies offered so far 
are roughly equivalent in their ef- 
fectiveness or lack thereof. 
Roughly two-thirds of patients re- 
ceiving any form of treatment for 
depression show some improve- 
ment On the other hand, as many 
as half of those who do notreceive 
treatment improve anyhow. 

The most common therapy in 
toe first half of this century was the 
talking cure, popularized by Freud. 
There are now hundreds of talking 
cures, from Jungian dreamwork to 
cognitive behavioral therapy. Al- 
though each is touted as an im- 
provement over its predecessors, 
tests have found that all psycho- 
therapies are basically equaL 
The advent of drags such as 
tricyclics in the 1950s was ini- 
tially seen as an enormous ad- 
vance beyond psychotherapy in 
treating depression. In fact, vari- 
ous studies say that anti-depress- 
ants and psychotherapy produce 
more or less the same outcomes. 

The new report, summarizing 
many studies, concludes that about 
50 percent of severely depressed 
patients taking the drags improve, 
compared with 32 percent or those 
taking a placebo. Even this ap- 
parent advantage may be illusory, 
according to researchers such as 
Roger Greenberg, a psychologist at 
the State University of New York. 


Clinical trials are supposedly 
double blind: Neither the test sute 
jects nor toe researchers are tola 
who is receiving toe drug and who 
is receiving a placebo. 

But because all psychiatric 
drugs have side effects — such a$ 
dry mouth, constipation and sexir- 
al dysfunction — both patients and 
researchers invariably see through 
the double blind, according to Mri 
Greenberg. When patients realize 
they are taking the real drug, tod 
placebo effect is especially strong: 
particularly if they have read 
books and magazine articles laud- 
ing the medication. 

At least one prominent psych^ 
a trist, Walter Brown of Browit 
University, has proposed that 
placebo pills be the initial treat- 
ment for patients with mild or 
moderate depression. 

Physicians would tell patients; 
in effect, “These pills have nO 
active ingredients, but studies 
show they help in many cases." ’ 
Mr. Brown cites evidence that 
patients will respond to placebo 
pills even after being told this. 

A more time-tested method for 
achieving relief was highlighted 
by a recent study at Duke Uni- 
versity. Researchers examined 87 
depressed, elderly patients, about 
half of whom were receiving psy- 
chotherapy, anti -depressants or a 
combination of the two. The best 
predictor of improvement was not 
these expensive remedies but the 
“religiosity’’ of the patient. 

The psychiatrist Jerome Frank 
warned in bis classic 1963 book. 
“Persuasion and Healing," that 
the placebo effect might be toe 
primary factor underlying all psy-‘ 
chiatric remedies. :* 

The latest research supports Mr.- 
Frank’s finding: Psychiatrists;' 
psychologists and other “scientif- 
ic" healers are really exploiting 
the power of human belief, just as 1 
shamans and witch doctors do.

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High-Tech Sleuth on Trail of Melissa Virus’s Creator

C AMBRIDGE, Mas- 
sachusetts — Fol- 
lowing the telltale di- 
gital fingerprints of the au- 
thor of the rapidly spreading 
computer virus knows as 
Melissa, a lone software de- 
tective has assembled a 
dossier suggesting that the 
virus writer has struck be- 
fore and that the program- 
mer's activities are already 
well known to computer-se- 
curity specialists. 

The investigator, Richard 
Smith, 45. is the president of 
Phar Lap Software, a small 
software development com- 
pany in Cambridge, Mas- 
sachusetts. Although Mr. 

Smith usually spends his 
time designing software 
tools and operating systems, 
during the weekend he used programmers 1 tools to peer inside 
the document that carries Melissa, which has spread wildly 
through the Internet. 

Mr. Smith found indications that the virus is a work of a 
programmer — or possibly a small group — who wrote and 
distributed a similar program two years ago. Moreover, by 
searching the World Wide Web, he has found clues to the 
identity of the programmer and evidence that could lead the 
authorities to the computer on which the program was written. 

On Monday, Mr. Smith turned that information over to the 
FBL An FBI spokesman said, “We have a case that's open, 
and we’re actively investigating the virus.'* Distributing a 
computer virus is a federal crime. 

W HOEVER the virus writer is, the work took its toll 
Monday. The Computer Emergency Response 
Team, a security service financed by the Pentagon at 



documents in a computer network. The company said it would 
change the feature after Mr. Smith revealed that die company 
was compiling the numbers of its users' computers in a 
database. 

On Friday, however, Mr. Smith found a new use for the 
n umb erin g scheme." It meant that the Melissa rile carried a 
unique fingerprint corresponding to the personal computer on 
which it was created. And because the Microsoft Word 
program is designed to embed information in each document 
about each user who has written or revised it, the file also had 
what amounted to an author list. 

On Friday evening, Mr. Smith collected that information 
and pasted it to an Internet news group that discusses software 
viruses. Later that evening he received a response from a 
Swedish computer science graduate student who said the virus 
writer's activities appeared to be similar to those of a known 
virus author who baa identified himself as “VicodinES" in 
computer network postings. 

“He told me the Melissa virus looked very similar,*' Mr. 
Smith said “He had noticed a similar software coding style. ’ * 
The graduate student also pointed Mr. Smith to a Web site that 
was maintained by VicodinES. 

“I started looking for files which contained the same 
Ethernet address,*' the number that provides the digital fin- 
gerprint, Mr. Smith said “Then we could assume the same 
computer and maybe the same person was the author of 
Melissa." 

On Sunday he succeeded In addition, he downloaded files 
from the Web sire that had been revised under the names of 


Carnegie Mellon University, reported calls from 250 or- 
ganizations indicating that the virus had affected at least 
100,000 workplace computers. 

* 4 We believe the number is probably higher than that,' ' said 
Jeff Carpenter, a team leader for the group, but because of 
precautions taken by companies during the weekend “we do 
think the problem has not been as bad today as we feared it 
might be." 

The virus, which began to cause havoc Friday, is tike a 
chain letter spread in an e-mail attachment listing several 
pornographic sites. When recipients open the attachment, it 
tries to mail itself to 50 other e-mail addresses stored in the 
user’s computer, propagat- 
ing itself each time with the 
subject line “Important 
Message From*' followed 
by the name of the previous 
victim. 

Steve White, senior man- 
ager of anti-virus research at 
the IBM Watson Research 
Center in Hawthorne, New 
York, said Melissa “has 
spread more widely and rap- 
idly than any PC virus in 
history'’ bur said it was too 
soon to tell the extent of 
damage because computer 
security professionals still 
are in “the fog of battle.’’ 

The high-tech sleuthing 
by Mr. Smith is remarkable 
in pan because be was the 
one who ear tier in March 
raised questions about die 
propriety of a tittle-known 
Microsoft feature that em- 
1 beds unique hardware num- 
bers in every Microsoft Of- 
fice document file. 

Microsoft designed the 
numbering scheme to help 
track software objects and 







multiple authors, indicating 
that the work could be a 
collaboration. 

Another avenue of 
gr^mhing the Web yielded 
mote about die identity of 
the vims creator. On Sat- 
urday Mr. Smith discovered 
t hat Solomon, an anti-virus 
software company, had pos- 
ted an alert that the virus 
had been mailed Friday to 
an on-line discussion or 
news group from an Amer- 
ica Online account 

Exploring with a Web 
search engine known as Deja 
News, which indexes news 
groups, he discovered that 
the same account had posted 
a virus in December 1997. 
He found serial numbers that 
linked VicodinES to the 
America Online posting. 
VicodinES also is the name 
of a narcotic painkiller. 

“It’s pretty clear that VicodinES is somehow related to all 
this," Mr. Smith said. “Whether he’s the author I don’t know, 
but he has his fingerprints everywhere. He said he also found 
what appear to be actual names buried in several docu men t s . 

As inconvenient as Melissa is, Mr. Smith told The As- 
sociated Press that the real danger was that the author was 
putting tool kits on-line that other people could download to 
create their own viruses. 

F REDERJK Bjorck, a doctoral student at Stockholm 
University who was also contacted Monday by the FBI, 
said tha t he and Mr. Smith had shared some information 
but had essentially reached the same conclusion independ- 
ently: that Melissa could be traced to a virus writer using the 
nam e VicodinES. 

“VicottinES is definitely a talent," Mr. Bjorck said. “He's 
the brains behind this. ” 

He said his investigation had led him to believe that die 
virus might have been written with help from others. 

The Internet host of the VicodinES Web page is 
SourceofKaos, a loose organization of Web sites that its creator 
says is dedicated to freedom of speech. The creator, who spoke 
on condition of anonymity, said SourceofKaos was the free 
host of the Web sites of people with unpopular views, with most 
of the sites related to virus collection, detection and creation. 

The creator of SoorceofKaos, based in Orlando, Florida, 
said that he had never met VicodinES but that they had 
corresponded last year on the Internet. 

He said he recalled VicodinES as being of “high school- 

ish" age but added that 

VicodinES had a reputation 

as a talented virus writer. 

The VicodinES home 
page touts the accomplish- 
ments of the “noted virus 
researcher VicodinES," in- 
cluding die creation of two 
viruses intended for Mi- 
crosoft products. One virus 
that VicodinES claims to 
have created infects Excel 
97. and a second is designed 
to infect Office 2000.

With SET Printers, Xerox Shifts Copying Into High Gear

N EW YORK — Shuffle the deck again 
and deal out the logo cards. The list of 
who is battling whom in the printer- 
copier market just changed one more time. 

Barely two weeks ago, Eastman Kodak Co. 
introduced the first digital copier fast enough 
to compete with Xerox Corp.’s most sophis- 
ticated products, Kodak then promptly sold its

entrant to the copier wars. 

And Sunday night. Xerox announced that it 
was buying SET Electronique, a French com- 
pany that makes continuous-feed printers that 
can whip out 500 pages a minute. 

More significant, SET's primers have a 
* ‘controller’ * technology that enables them — 
unlike Xerox’s printers — to accept data 
compatible with printers made by Interna- 
tional Business Machines Corp. and Oce-Van 
Der Grinten NV. 

With SET, Xerox for the first time could 
take on those two titans in the market for 
printers that accept data from desktop com- 


puters and can print 300 to 1,000 business- 
size sheets a minute. Between them, IBM and 
Oce now control 90 percent of this market, 
which serves banks, utility companies and 
other big generators of transactional data such 
as bills and monthly statements. 

“IBM and Oce 
competed with us in 
printers that use cut 
sheets, and now we 
can compete with 
them, and with offset 
printers, in continu- 
ous feed," said Pierre 
Danon, president of 
Xerox Europe. 

Xerox’s Delphax subsidiary already sells a 
continuous-feed printer that runs 900 to 1 300 
sheets a minute. But it can only accept data 
from mainframes, not desktops. 

“With this acquisition. Xerox can finally 
compete for the hig^-end billing market," 
said Barbara Pellow, a director at CAP Ven- 
tures, a research firm in Norweli, Massachu- 
setts. 

Industry researchers estimate that the an- 
nual market for printers that produce more 
than SO pages a minute now tops $2 billion 


and is growing rapidly. Xerox will not say 
what it paid for SET. But the privately held 
company may hold strategic value far ex- 
ceeding its less than S50 million a year in 
annual revenue. 

“We’ll be selling four tunes that amount in 
less than two years," said Anshoo Gupta, 
president of Xerox's Production Systems 


ET*s power lies in its controller tech- 
nology, which helps Xerox in two ways. 
Hist, it will enable the company to offer 


IBM and Oce customers a rival product that 
they can just plug in, without reprogr ammin g 
anything. 

And perhaps more important. Xerox will no 
longer have to watch helplessly as its own 
customers switch over to Cfce or IBM for their 
continuous-feed machines. 

“This move is as much about preventing 
the loss of customers as it is about taking 
someone else’s customers away,'* said Ju- 
lianas Mehegan, a consultant at Lyra Re- 
search, a market analysis firm in Newton, 
Massachusetts. 

While banks and other issuers of trans- 
actional data are the prime users of con- 


tinuous-food printers. Xerox says it also plans 
to go after small-run book publishing and 
other uses as well — applications that mi ght 
eventually turn the company into a competitor 
to Heidelberger’s offset printing operations. 
Industry experts say that is a pipe dream for 
now, because few continuous-feed primers, 
and certainly not the SET versions, provide 
the print resolution those applications would 
need.

At a Bombed-Out Factory in Serbia, Workers Deny Making Weapons

CACAK, Serbia — In the first guided tour 
conducted by the Yugoslav Army since it issued 
wartime press passes on Tuesday, journalists 
were shown significant bomb damage Wednes- 
day in two central Serbian towns, roughly 100 
kilometers sooth of Belgrade. 

The large Sloboda, or Freedom, factory in 
Cacak was destroyed in two NATO raids of some 
10 missiles each over two different nights, Sun- 
day and Tuesday, local and army officials said, 
with a total of 10 civilians wounded. 

The officials, including die angry general man- 
ager of the factory, Radovan Ljujic, said that the 
factory produced only civilian products, such as 
vacuum cleaners, ovens and electrical heaters, 
and had no military purpose at all. He estimated it 
would cost $300 million to replace the factory, 
the hugest in Cacak. 

Mr. Ljujic accused NATO of a caJJoas dis- 
regard for the livelihood of his 5,000 workers and 
their 15,000 dependents. “How will they live 
now?” he asked. “All the stories that we were 
producing military equipment are false.” 


Vesna Hadzi-Yukovic. a former journalist 
who joined the army press center in Belgrade 
three days ago, said, "if a vacuum cleaner or a 
hair dryer can kill, then maybe this is a military 
factory.’* 

Journalists had no way to judge these as- 
sertions. Around and inside the shattered build- 
ings woe "Sloboda" brand vacuum cleaners in 
various states of destruction from the missile 
damage, as well as spare parts, printed brochures, 
smashed ovens, beaters, hair dryers and other 
domestic appliances. There was little sign of firo 
damage. 

But there were also two large buildings of the 
factory that were roped off by policemen and 
printed police tape. Plainclothes press officers 
said the buildings were too dangerous to enter 
because of the bomb damage. Policemen also 
continually demanded that journalists stop in- 
terviewing the few factory workers who were 
milling around the ruins in their royal blue over- 
alls. 

But those workers who were interviewed any- 
way mostly expressed their fury and sadness at 
the loss of then- livelihood and uttered patriotic 
sentiments that seemed wholly genuine. 


Mihajlo Draskovic, one of the workers, had 
red eyes and burst into tears when asked to 
discuss the factory. "How will my family live 
now when everything is destroyed?” He has two 
children, he said, and bad worked for the factory 
for 25 years, making a salary equal to $47 to $59 
a month. “Why did they do this?” he asked, 
before striding away. 

Milan Djordjevic said be had worked for the 
factory for 30 years as a mechanic

rotors. “This whole assembly line was Western 
equipment we paid for," he said, pointing to a 
broken machine-tool “Now the West destroys 
our factory. You know, we’re just workers and 
honest people.” 

Earlier, the army brought the journalists, 
filling three buses, to Kragujevac, where a large 
military barracks and other military buildings 
had been destroyed in the first night of the missile 
and bomb strikes. 

The tin roofs of the buildings had caved in. and 
girders poked through the nibble of an air force 
facility. Craters measured 20 meters (about 20 
yards) across and about 5 meters deep. 

But army officials and spokesmen said that 
there had been no casualties at all from the strike. 


A farmer nearby said he had lost several chickens 
in the blasts, but that his goat had survived. 

The town is famous in Serbia asthe site oi a 
horrendous Nazi execution of 7,000 civilians, 
including several hundred schoolchildren, m re- 
taliation for the killing of Nazi soldiers. In a 
nearby pajk. there was a large anti-NATO rahy 
under a large stone memorial to the dead in the 
shape of a Roman number V, to commemorate 
the students of the Fifth Class who were 
murdered by the Nazis. . 

The gathering usually takes place in October, 
but it was moved up to Wednesday because of the 
NATO bombings, and perhaps because of the 
visit of die journalists. 

But at least 5,000 people came, with banners 
and signs, to listen to music, speeches and some 
angry poetry, and they applauded a release of 
doves. 

Three teenagers in punk dress, with pierced 
ears and ice-blue gel in their hair, said the bomb- 
ings had made them fee] very patriotic. 

“It’s horrible what NATO is doing to the 
people in Serbia,” said, Ivica Cvetkovic, 17. 
“We never dreamed this could happen to us. We

BRUSSELS — Increasingly dejected 
by the inability of their dazzling 
weapons to bring President Slobodan 
Milosevic to heel and stop the “ethnic 
cleansing” of Kosovo, NATO leaders 
are wondering: What next? 

The Serb who heads the Federation of 
Yugoslavia — meaning just Serbia and 
Montenegro — has been politically im- 
pervious to a week-long battering by 
cruise missiles, smart bombs, radar- 
evading planes, high-tech bombers and 
other state-of-the art weaponry. 

An armed invasion has been, in effect, 
ruled out, NATO officials said. And the 
existing strategy has only one option left 
— bombing the Yugoslav president’s 
nerve centers in the heart of Belgrade, 
with all the risks that carries of causing 
civilian casualties. 

The alternative, alliance top civilian 
official say, would be to acknowledge 
that the basic premise behind the bomb- 
ing strategy, that a sufficient show of air 
power would batter Mr. Milosevic and 
his supporters into accepting Western 
prescriptions far Kosovo, was fatally 
flawed. 

And that, in tom, would mean ad- 
mitting that the world's most powerful 
alliance, with the world’s most powerful 
air forces at its disposal, was helpless to 
curb the authoritarian leader of a small 
Balkan country from killing and vic- 
timizing Iris people. 

“We may not have the means to stop 
it, but we have shown we have the will to 
try,’ * the NATO secretary-general, Javi- 
er Solana Madariaga said in an interview 
Tuesday. 

For toe first time, other allied officials 
here began talking privately about the 
possibility that the bombing strategy 
might not work. 

That was not the view of General 
Wesley Clark, the alliance commander, 
although he acknowledged that Mr. Mi- 
losevic had proved to be no pushover. 
“We’re up against an intelligent and 
ile adversary who is attempting to 
st all our strategies,” General Clark 


said. “There are risks and no certainties 
in this .” 

The only certainty, the general said, 
was that the Serbian police and military 
forces would continue to be “attacked, 
degraded, and disrupted” by the bomb- 
ing unless Mr. Milosevic called off the 
attacks 

Despite the failure of this strategy so 
far to check the Serbs, General Clark 
maintain ed a resolute stance. “The 
political consensus is building, political 
will is building, and resolution is 
strengthening.” 

NATO’s rejection Tuesday of an offer 
from Belgrade, which allied govern- 
ments viewed as a mere ploy, left NATO 
where it had been for the past week — 

hoping fhaf- p unishing alwtM from the air 

would persuade Mr. Milosevic that he 
had no choice but to accept allied terms. 

But if that did not work, as Mr. Solana 
explained in the interview, there was 
lime NATO could do except say that at 
least it had tried. It was too late, Mr. 
Solana said, for NATO to send in ground 
to fight the marauding Serbs. 
r e have not prepared for a force on 
the ground.” he sard, except after a 
peace settlement agreed to by the Serbs. 
P lanning for a combat operation to fight 
their way in, he said, would take time 
that the allies could not afford if they 
hoped to spare further agony to the ci- 
vilians of Kosovo. 

The only way that U.S. and European 
troops would be prepared to enter 
Kosovo, the allies all agree, is as part of 
an allied peacekeeping force, with the 
consent of both the Albanians who live 
in Kosovo and the Serbs who role over it 
But Mr. Milosevic has refused even to 
discuss peacekeepers. 

Now, Mr. Solana said, ‘ ‘All our energy 
should be concentrated now on stopping 
the killing and helping the refugees." 
Asked how long the stalemate might 
continue, Mr. Solana said he was sure the 
bombing would be over before the April 
23 start of a meeting in Washington to 
celebrate NATO's 50th anniversary. 

“This is not a problem that was cre- 
ated in 24 hours,” he said, “and it will 
not be solved in 24 hours.”

NATO military leaders had sought 
permission to strike these installations, 
arguing that they were being employed 
by the Serbian military. “The tempo is 
hotting up," General Sir Charles Gu- 
thrie, chief of the British defense staff, 
said at a news conference in London. 


NATO officials say it is already too 
late for ground troops to move into 
Kosovo, and they reiterated on Wed- 
nesday (hat many more days of high-risk 
attacks may be needed to quell an ad- 
versary that has matched NATO’s in- 
tense air effort by an equally furious 
campaign in the towns and villages of 
Kosovo to eject large portions of its 
ethnic Albanian population.

UN Indicts Serbian Paramilitary Leader

THE HAGUE — The Yugoslav war 
crimes tribunal said Wednesday it had 
indicted a notorious Serbian paramilitary 
leader for Bosnian War-era atrocities, an 
announcement aimed at stopping him 
from deploying units to Kosovo. 

Zdjko Raznalovic, also known as 
Arkun, was indicted in September 1997, 
but the indictment was not announced so 
as uut to impede his arrest, said Louise 
Arbour, the UN court's chief prosecutor. 
She refused to disclose the exact 
charges. 

The publication of Arkan's indict- 
ment was aimed at dissuading him from 
deploying his “Tigers” paramilitary 
unit in the escalating conflict in Kosovo, 
where Serbs are trying to drive out ethnic 
Albanians. 

“In light of recent reports of his alleged 
involvement in Kosovo," Ms. Arbour 
said. "1 have decided to make public the 
existence of an indictment against Zdjko 
Ruznuiovic, also known as Arkan.” 


Publicizing the indictment will “put 
on notice those who might be inclined to 
retain his services or to obey his orders 
that they, too, will be tainted by then- 
association with an indicted war crim- 
inal,” she said. 

Warrants for Mr. Raznatovic's arrest 
will be sent to the Y ugoslav Embassy, she 
said, though Yugoslavia has refused to 
arrest suspects indicted by the tribunal. 

Arkan has insisted that neither he nor 
his Tigers have fought in the Kosovo 
conflict, which erupted a year ago. 

Arkan himself was seen in Belgrade 
on Monday attending a rock concert held 
in defiance of NATO air strikes. 

Arkan's Tigers have been accused of 
involvement in atrocities committed 
during the wars in Bosnia and Croatia in 
the early 1990s. and human rights 
groups have long called for his indict- 
ment. 

Croatian authorities are seeking his 
arrest on genocide charges. 

Ms. Arbour said she would not reveal

An estimated 100,000 are now incar 
cerated in the Pristina stadium, accord 
ing to Defense Minister Rudolf Scharp- 
ing. He insisted the civilized world could 
not stand aside and watch while acts of 


genocide were carried out that have not 
been seen in Europe since the Nazi 
crimes committed in the name of Ger- 


many during World War 
The alliance, however, has its own 


problems. As the war progresses, strains 
are becoming evident in sustaining a 
united front. The chief NATO spokes- 
man, Jamie Shea, said: “Democracies 
are always at a fundamental disadvant- 
age because criminals know when they 
will commit a crime. It is always quicker 
for somebody like Milosevic to pull the 
trigger than for us to respond." 

In an agonizing debate that lasted into 
the early hours of Wednesday, 19 am- 
bassadors from NATO countries 
struggled for nearly eight hours to reach 
consensus on giving authority to the 
NATO supreme commander. General 
Wesley Clark, to attack targets linked to 
the Yugoslav leadership. Some Euro- 
pean governments are worried that mis- 
sile strikes in downtown Belgrade would 
cause civilian casualties and undermine 
public support for the air strikes. 

Besides political consequences, there 
are military questions about the wisdom 
of taking the war to the Serbian capital.

Military commanders 
say they missed important signals that 
the Serbs were prefaring the forced ex 
pulsion campaign as early as October. 

At that time, Mr. Milosevic fired his 
armed forces chief of staff, who ap- 
parently opposed the plan conceived as a 
springtime offensive to sweep out the 
ethnic Albanians.

But it is Bilbao’s Guggenheim that 
gets the most attention, and the most 
praise. 

A magnet for architects from around 
the world. Mr. Gehry 's seemingly chaot- 
ic twisting sculpture of a building is one 
of the few museums anywhere where the 
architecture students on the outside 
sketching toe building outnumber the art 
students on the inside sketching toe 
paintings. 

This huge edifice came to be because 
the needs of a museum in New Y ork. a 
city in northern Spain and an architect 
who works near toe beach in Santa Mon- 
ica, California, came together at pre- 
cisely the right moment. 

The Solomon R. Guggenheim Foun- 
dation, which runs the famous modem 
art collection in New York City, was 
looking for new venues. 

Frustrated with the traditional mode 
of museum operations — a constant 
battle for new acquisitions, many of 
which end up in warehouses — the Gug- 
genheim’s board has led a movement by 
major museums to get more of its art 
before the public. 

The Guggenheim collection is so big 
that only 5~ percent can be shown at any 
given lime at its flagship Frank Lloyd 
Wright-designed building in New York 
City. So the museum went looking for 
more display space in the late 1980s — 
first at two more sites in New York, and 
then in Venice and Berlin. 

By the early 1990s. the Guggenheim 's 
board was negotiating for a site in 
Salzburg. 

At toe same time, toe provincial gov- 
ernment of Basque Country was battling 
violence and economic decay in its chief 
city. Bilbao, an industrial center near toe 
chilly waters of toe Bay of Biscay with a 
metropolitan population of I million, 
suffered a major blow in the iate 1980s 
when its big shipyard in the city center 
closed because of low-wage competition 
from Eastern Europe and Asia. The 30- 
year terrorist campaign by Basque sep- 
aratists made things worse. 

"Gradually, toe idea emerged that we 
could revive our city with art and cul- 
ture," recalled Nerea Abasolo. of the 
museum staff. “So in 1991. we went to 
the Guggenheim. We said. 'Salzburg has 
opera. Salzburg has tourists. They don’t 
need a museum. But we need this des- 
perately.'" 

The Guggenheim agreed that the old 
shipyard would be toe location of its new 
European mtiacum. 10 liil toe siic. me 
museum boaro asked duet, aichiiccis to 
compete for toe commission. One was 
Austrian, one was Japanese, and one was 
Frank Gehry. 

Mr. Gehry had a reputation as a play- 
ful designer given to winy gestures. By 
the early 1 990s, though, he was ready to 
make a major arch icectura/ statement. So 
when he was asked to subniit a design for 


a giant museum along toe Nervion 
River, he was ready. 

“They were reaching out with this 
building to the global society," he said. 
And Mr. Gehry set out to create a build- 
ing that the world would come to see. 

"Mr. Gehry 's museum has some sec- 
tions of honey- brown limestone and 
some of glass. 

But on top of these materials he has 
placed billowing metal canopies 
covered with a shell of thin titanium, 
which gleams silver, gold and blue as it 
reflects the river and toe sky. 

For a pedestrian strolling toward the 
museum down Bilbao’s Ipairaguirre 
Street, it looks as if some giants had a 
picnic on a limestone outcropping and 
left their crumbled aluminum foil be- 
hind. 

Just to toe east of the museum site, an 
ugly green highway bridge on battered 
concrete piers crosses toe river, with 
huge trucks rumbling by 24 hours a 
day 

The other two architects who bid for 
toe commission designed large walls to 
block off this urban intrusion. But Mr. 
Gehiy — whose vaguely ship-like 
design twists and sprawls all over the 
place anyway — incorporated the bridge 
into his building. 

The museum wraps under, over and 
around the bridge, so that those trucks 
now rumble directly above a giant gal- 
lery that displays, appropriately enough, 
the industrial-sized steel creations of toe 
American sculptor Richard Sena. 

One problem with a museum that 
ranks — as Bilbao's posters proudly 
proclaim — as "«« edificio especiac- 
itlur" is that the edifice tends to over- 
whelm toe art. Critics have said that 
paintings — even huge, colorful mura/s 
— tend to get lost in toe museum's vast 
arched galleries of white plaster and blue 
glass. 

The most successful works of art in 
this large and unconventional space 
have been massive pieces designed spe- 
cifically for Bilbao. 

The aura of play surrounding toe proj- 
ect is accentuated by toe American artist 
Jeff Koons's 35-foot-iall sculpture of a 
puppy, completely covered in multi- 
colored pansies, outside the front door. 
Fortunately, a plot by Basque nation- 
alists to blow it up was Foiled by police at 
the last minute. 

The museum staff says visitors often 
express envy of Bilbao.' * ‘We had some 
people from Washington. D.C.." Nerea 
Abasolo said. 

"They were JCrrt.piaining that the 
planning coiTuniitee or the ans com- 
mission or whatever would never allow a 
building this unusual to be built on your 
mall. 

“And I thought: Washington. D.C.! 
You have so much already! You don't 
need a building to gain a global profile. 
But for Bilbao, this new building means 
new life for our city." 


Swiss Fox Program 
Eliminates Rabies 

ZURICH — Switzerland has 
wiped out rabies by vaccinating 
foxes, becoming toe first country to 
root out the disease using this meth- 
od. toe Federal Office for Veter- 
inary Affairs said Wednesday. 

Foxes are the primary' carriers of 
rabies in Europe. Switzerland began 
a systematic campaign to vaccinate 
foxes in 1978 and has not detected a 
case of rabies in foxes since 1986. 

As of April 1, dogs in Switzer- 
land no longer need to be vaccinated 
against rabies, said Heinz Mueller, a 
spokesman for the office. Dogs 
from abroad will continue to need 
proof of vaccination. (Reiners l

Singaporean 
Vows to Push 
For Freedoms 


SINGAPORE — The opposition 
politician Chee Soon Juan was fined 
600 Singapore dollars for selling 
books illegally, but he pledged to 
press ahead with his campaign for 
greater public freedom in Singa- 
pore. 

Mr. Chee said he would continue 
to sell his books. 

“The bookstores won't sell it; 
how am I going to be able to gel it 
out to Singaporeans?” he asked. 

Mr. Chee's book focuses on Asian 
opposition leaders, among them Daw 
Aung San Suu Kyi of Burma and the 
Singaporean detainee Chia Thye 
Poh. who was released last Novem- 
ber after more than 30 years in prison 
under internal security laws. 

Mr. Chee. who has twice chosen 
to go to prison instead of paying 
fines for previous charges of speak- 
ing in public without a permit, opted 
to pay the fine this time, the equiv- 
alent of $347, instead of serving a 
three-day jail term. 

“This is a different matter al- 
together.” he said. “The previous 
■ cases I was contesting on consti- 
tutional grounds; I was fighting for 
the freedom of speech." 

Mr. Chee said democracy in 
Singapore was stifled by the public- 
speaking permit system that he 
challenged, by censorship laws and 
by state influence over key media. 

The government has said the per- 
mit law is a procedural matter nec- 
essary to maintain public order and 
does not substantially affect the 
right of free speech.

Surges 6% 
In Quarter 

Growth Rate Is Strongest 
InMore Than2 Fears

WASHINGTON — The U.S. econ- 
omy grew in the fourth quarter of 1 998 
at die fastest pace in more than two 
years, punctuated by vigorous con- 
sumer spending and an improved trade 
picture, revised Commerce Department 
figures showed Wednesday. 

But this was not enough to prevent the 
decade's first drop in corporate profits. 

The gross domestic product surged at 
a seasonally adjusted 6 percent annual 
rate during the last three months of the 
year, the department said Wednesday. 

That was down slightly from the de- 
partment's earlier estimate of 6.1 percent 
and was enough, with earlier quartets’ 
performances, to increase the sum of all 
goods and services produced within U.S. 
borders by a robust 3.9 percent in 1 998. 

But the department’s fust estimate of 
after-tax corporate profits showed a 
drop at a 1 percent rate in the fourth 
quarter, marking the third quarterly de- 
cline of the year. 

And for all of 1998, profits slipped 
2.2 percent, die first drop since 1989, 
when profits fell 4.8 percent in a pre- 
cursor to the 1990-91 recession. 

Profits are being pinched by the com- 
bination of increasing labor costs and 
the inability of manufacturing firms to 
raise prices in the face of stiff price 
competition from imports produced in 
countries with devalued currencies. 

A price index tied to the gross do- 
mestic product rose just 1 percent in 
1998. There has not been a rate that low 
since 1959 when it was also I percent, 
and there has not been one lower since 
1950. 

Nevertheless. Wall Street remains un- 
daunted. The Dow Jones average of 
industrial average broke the 10.000 bar- 
rier for the first time on Monday, but 
since then stocks have fallen back 
slightly. (Page 14) . 

Labor costs are increasing because the 
long expansion, which began its ninth 
year in March, reduced the unemploy- 
ment rate to a 29-year low last year. 

Plentiful jobs and surging stock 
prices have been the principal fuel of the 
growth in consumer spending, which 
represents about two- thirds of economic 
activity. 

It rose at a 5 percent seasonally ad- 
justed annual rate in the fourth quarter 
and 4.9 percent for all of 1 998, the most 
in 14 years. 

In addition to wages, consumers 
spent some of their stock gains and 
tapped their home equity in a wave of 
refinancing Iasi year after mortgage 
rates fell to three-decade lows.

emments and that “not all of 
them have sufficient techni- 
cal competence.” 

As an example of (he politi- 
cization of the IASC’s stan- 
dards, Mr. Jenkins cites a 
technical issue involving how 
companies should restate 
their financial results when 
they discover an error feat 
renders old reports inaccur- 
ate. The U.S. standard re- 
quires companies to go back 
and restate their results from 
the time the error first oc- 
curred.

Over fee next 
year, his agency will be re- 
viewing the IASC standards 
and deciding which, if any, 
are acceptable. Officials of 
the agency say that in a few 
cases, soch as the rules for 
mergers, the IASC standard 
may be better than fee Amer- 
ican alternative.

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DaimlerChrysler Sees 4% Profit Rise for 1999 
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STUTTGART — Daimler- 
Chrysler AG reported Wednesday 
that its sales rose 6 percent in the 
first two months of this year and it 
predicted dial revenue and operating 
profit for all of 1999 would rise at 
least 4 percent. 

In releasing the projections, ex- 
ecutives sought to play down trans- 
L Atlantic culture clashes in the com- 
v pany formed by last year's takeover 


pany tormed by last year s takeover 
of Chrysler Com. by Daimler-Benz 
AG. 

Despite some top-level defec- 
tions in the first four months, mainly 
from the U.S. side, the co-chairmen, 
Juergen Schrempp of Daimler and 
Robert Eaton of Chrysler, said the 
companies were working well to- 
gether. 

Technical aspects of last year’s 
merger, such as coordinating global 
sales and purchasing, were on track, 
they said, and savings were already 
being realized. 


DaimlerChrysler said its previ- 
ously announced target of $1.4 bil- 
lion of merger-related savings 
would be achieved this year. 

Sales rose in all of the company's 
divisions, management said at a 
news conference at Stuttgart, where 
it is based. 

Revenue is expected to rise at 
least 4 percent over the record level 

in 1998, and Mr. Schrempp said 
growth in operaring profit “will def- 
initely match sales growth.'’ 

“Due to economic stability on 
both sides of the Atlantic, we are 
confident of continued success in 
1999, despite some tougb chal- 
lenges around the rest of the world,” 
said Mr. Eaton, who headed 
Chrysler before the merger. 

Using Europe's new single cur- 
rency, the company said revenue for 
1999 was expected to climb to 137 
billion euros ($147 billion) from 
131.8 billion euros in 1998. 

It also said almost half of 1998’s 


record $10.2 billion operating profit 
came from the Chrysler passenger 
car and truck division, which in- 
cludes Plymouth, Jeep and Dodge. 
Chrysler ’s contribution was $4.9 
billion. 

DaimleiChrysler projected 
steady expansion for all of its ac- 
tivities. particularly in the key mar- 
kets of Western Europe and North 
America. 

Mr. Schrempp added that while 
DaimletChiysier was not happy for 
now with the sales of its new Smart 
microcompact car, it still supported 
the idea. 

But while business operations are 
merging at a “great pace,” Mr. 
Schrempp said, “the human inte- 
gration. that's a process that’s going 
to take longer because we have to 
take into consideration human feel- 
ings.” 

Those difficulties were partly re- 
sponsible for DaimlerChrysler' s de- 
cision this month not to buy into 


ailing Nissan Motor Co. of Japan, 
said both Mr. Schrempp and Mr. 
Eaton. 

“We need to focus on making 
sure our merger is successful,” Mr. 
Eaton said. 

Joinr projects already are under 
way in areas such as sales and mar- 
keting and in combined financial 
service. The Mercedes M-Class off- 
road vehicle, which is built in the 
United States, begins European pro- 
duction in May at Chrysler’s Jeep 
plant in Graz, Austria. 

But there also have been defec- 
tions of Chrysler executives to Gen- 
eral Motors Corp. and Ford Motor 
Co., with some reports suggesting 
the Americans felt Germans were 
being favored. 

“When you have a management 
team as attractive as we have, you 
always have people trying to lure 
them away.” Mr. Eaton said. “I’m 
not concerned at alL”

Glaxo and Bristol-Myers Shares Gain

LONDON — Shares of the drugmakers Glaxo 
Wellcome PLC of Britain and Bristol-Myers 
Squibb Co. of the United States rose again Wed- 
nesday on continued speculation that they would 
combine to form the world's largest pharma- 
ceutical company. 

After having risen a total of 8.8 percent on 
Monday and Tuesday, Bristol-Myers shares rose 
a further 3 1 25 cents to $64.75 in late trading in 
New York, adding about $5 billion to Bristol- 
Myers' market capitalization, in response to re- 
ports about merger talks in London newspapers. 

Glaxo shares rose 81 pence to close at £20.67 
($3332) in London. 

Bristol-Myers and Glaxo executives declined 
to comment on the speculation. Bristol-Myers' 
uncertain management situation helped feed mer- 
ger speculation. That company's chief executive, 
Charles Heimbold, was paid $22 million in stock 
last year to stay with the company through the end 


of 2001. Although Mr. Heimbold has turned 65. 
Bristol-Myers has not found a successor. 

“Charlie is retiring in two years," said Viren 
Mehta, an analyst with Mehta Partners. “It 
makes it easier to contemplate someone else 
becoming a CEO.” 

Bristol-Myers last year announced manage- 
ment changes that analysts described as a com- 
petition to find a new chief executive within the 
company. 

Three executives were appointed to posts 
where they will probably spend more time with 
Bristol-Myers board members. 

These were Peter Dolan, who has respon- 
sibility for organizational effectiveness; Peter 
Ringrose, who leads Bristol-Myers research, and 
Stephen Sadove, president of the worldwide 
beauty and nutritional unit. 

Mr. Sadove 's unit has boosted sales of key 
products, such as Herbal Essences shampoos.

Britain Set 
To Raise 
Wage Grid

LONDON — Almost 2 million of 
Britain’s poorest workers will see a 
small increase in their weekly pay 
packets on Thursday as Britain ad- 
opts a national minimnm wage. 

The government hopes the 
policy, along with its new working 
families’ tax credit and historically 
low 10 percent starting rate of in- 
come tax, will lift at least some 
Britons from the trap of poverty. 

But will it really be that simple? 

Will the minim nm wage prove a 
cure for poverty, or a crude, counter- 
productive government control that 
smacks of the traditional socialist 
Labour Party of old? 

The danger, say die free-market 
economists, is that as die price of 
work rises, demand for it will de- 
cline. 

The independent think tank Busi- 
ness Strategies estimates that up to 
80.000 jobs will disappear over the 
next three years. 

But. counter the interventionists, 
at £3.60 an hour, the wage floor is 
low enough to prevent mass job 
losses but high enough to make a 
difference to those at the bottom of 
the income scale. The rate will be £3 
for those between 18 and 21. 

The minimum wage is a key 
plank of the Labour Party’s deter- 
mination to get Britons off welfare. 
Its introduction, which brings Bri- 
tain’s wage policy into line with 
most other industrialized countries, 
has been relatively trouble free. 

John Phiipott, a director at die 
Employment Policy Institute, esti- 
mates that 200,000 or so small 
companies will find the minimum 
wage difficult to live with.

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Backlash From the ‘Dot-Com’ Craze: Pepsi Bottler’s Debut Could Be Flat

NEW YORK — In another 
environment, the initial pub- 
lic offering of Pepsi Bottling 
Group might be one of the 
hottest stock deals of the year, 
driven by an international 
brand name and a consumer 
franchise with great oppor- 
tunity to expand abroad. 

But in the era of the In- 
ternet, investors have been 
rather uninterested in offer- 
ings by companies lacking 


“dot-com" in their names. 

Add to that the announce- 
ment late Monday by Coca- 
Cola Co. that its Mies, meas- 
ured in cases, took an un- 
expected drop in the first 
quarter, and the result could 
be a tepid reception for the 
Pepsi Bottling offering. 

The company, which is the 
largest manufacturer, distrib- 
utor and seller of Pepsi-Cola 
beverages, provided the de- 
tails of its long-awaited sep- 
aration from PepsiCo Inc. late 
Tuesday. 


It is selling 100 million 
shares of common stock for 
$23 a share, raising $2.3 bil- 
lion before expenses — the 
fifth- largest initial public of- 
fering by an American cor- 
poration, according to Secu- 
rities Data Cotp. 

And if Pepsi Bottling ex- 
ercises its option to issue an 
additional 15 million shares 
under its overallotment 
clause, it could rise as high as 
third on that list. 

The price, though, is at the 
bottom of the range of $23 to

$26 a share that the company 
previously said it was con- 
sidering. most likely reflect- 
ing caution after Coca-Cola's 
surprise announcement. 

Investors sold shares of 
several beverage companies 
Tuesday after the Coca-Cola 
news, with Coke shares fall- 
ing $ 1 .5625 to close at 
$03.50. Shares of PepsiCo, 
which after the offering will 
own 35 percent of the bottling 
company's common shares, 
fell 81.25 cents to $39,875. 

Shares of Coca-Cola En- 
terprises Inc., Coke's largest 
bottler and the company 
whose structure most closely 
• reflects that of Pepsi Bottling, 
fell $1.8125 to $31.50. 

Some analysts played 
down any connection be- 


tween Coca-Cola’s weakness 
and PepsiCo's largest bottler. 
Roy Burry, an analyst at 
Brown Brothers Harriman, 
noted that Coca-Cola’s loss 
of market share presumably 
meant a gain for Pepsi. 

In addition, the only area in 
which Coca-Cola eked out a 
sales gain in the first quarter 
was North America, meaning 
that the domestic soft-drink 
market might not be as weak 
as those in the rest of the 
world. 

About 92 percent of Pepsi 
Bottling’s case volume is sold 
in North America, and the 
company handles about 55 
percent of Pepsi’s U.S. 

volume. 

“It’s tough to look at 
Coke's volume numbers and 


deduce how they will affect 
Pepsi," said Richard Joy, an 
analyst at Standard & Poor’s 
equity group. Pepsi Bottling 
could still see some weakness 
in the small part of its busi- 
ness that is overseas: 8 per- 
cent of its sales volume, 
measured in cases, comes 
from Spain, Greece and Rus- 
sia. None of those countries 
offer many opportunities for 
rapid market growth. 

All that said, Pepsi Bottling 
has certain attractions. For 
one, it is likely to trade at a 
lower valuation than Coca- 
Cola Enterprises. 

Standard & Poor’s, in its 
Emerging and Special Situ- 
ations newsletter, calculated 
that at the midpoint of the pro- 
jected price range, Pepsi Bot-

Stanley, the lead underwriter, 
from doubling the proposed 
price, to give fee company a 
value of $2.3 billion in fee 
offering of 10 million shares.

line calls itself a “demand 
collection System," in which 
customers name the price 
they want to pay for a trip to a 
certain city, for a certain mod- 
el car and so on.

“We like Priceline’s busi- 
ness model.” said Peony 
Kao. an analyst wife Renais- 
sance Capital, which runs a 
mutual fund that invests in 
initial public offerings.

HONG KONG — Guangdong In- 
vestment Ltd. posted a net loss of 
2.01 billion Hong Kong dollars 
l$259 million) for 1998 on Wed- 
nesday. its Hrst loss since the flag- 
ship of the Guangdong provincial 
government listed its stock on the 
Hong Kong exchange in 1991. 

The loss, after a profit of 750.3 
million dollars in 1997, underlines 
the troubles faced by so-called red- 
chip companies since Guangdong In- 
ternational Trust & Investment Corp. 
defaulted on an international bond 
payment and was dosed down in 


October. A red-chip company is one 
that is based in Hong Kong but con- 
trolled horn the Chinese mainland. 

Guangdong Investment, part of 
debt- laden Guangdong Enterprises 
(Holdings) Ltd., said falling prop- 
erty and investment values had led to 
an exceptional charge of 1.78 billion 
dollars. The company said consol- 
idated net liabilities totaled about 
6.33 billion dollars at the end of 
1998, while net assets stood at 6.21 
billion dollars. Analysts said the loss 
was within expectations, and shares 
in Guangdong Investment rose 2 
cents to close at 1.34 dollars. 


Guangdong Investment's chair- 
man, Zhcmg Guangchao, said that 
although 1998 was the most difficult 
year of the past decade for the com- 
pany. 1999 “may prove equally 
challenging." 

The company plans to shed non- 
core assets such as its cement and 
timber operations as part of its re- 
structuring and to focus on utilities, 
infrastructure, property and hotels. 

Guangdong Investment said fi- 
nancial difficulties faced by related 
companies had affected its opera- 
tions by shaking the confidence of 
its bankers.

Nippon Steel and Hitachi each 
own 35 percent of Hitachi Nippon 
Steel Semiconductor, with the rest 
held by the Economic Development 
Board of Singapore. 

Nippon Steel, which sold its stake 


in its domestic chip venture last 
September, will convert its 35 per- 
cent stake in the Singapore venture 
into nonvoting stock, leaving Hita- 
chi in control. 

Hitachi will try to quadruple pro- 
duction capacity of 64-megabit dy- 
namic random-access memory chips 
at the Singapore facilities to 8 mil- 
lion a month by the end of 1999. the 
Nihon Keizai newspaper reported, 
without citing sources. 

The company will spend between 


20 billion and 30 billion yen ($166 
million and $249 million) to up- 
grade the factory so it can produce 
by March 2001 about 30,000 silicon 
wafers a month, compared with 
20,000 at present, the report said. 
Computer chips are cut from such 
wafers. 

The Singapore venture, which 
makes the D-RAMs that are used as 
main memory chips in personal 
computers, is Nippon Steel’s last 
remaining chip business. 


BP Amoco Faces 

Setback in China

BEUING — BP Amoco PLC, 
the world's third;- largest pub- 
licly traded oil company, said 
Wednesday that its plans to build 
a $2.5 billion ethylene plant in 
China face an indefinite delay 
because authorities show no 
signs of approving the project.

What Makes a School Great? A Great Basketball Team

S TORKS, Connecticut — Six years 
ago, after enduring yet another 
round of frustrating negotiations to 
get more money from die state legislature, 
Hany Hartley, then the president of the 
University of Connecticut, declared fa- 
cetiously that he wanted to turn UConn 
into a prison because ‘‘that's the only way 
I see to get assured of funding.” 
Ultimately, however. Hartley and his 
successor found another way to achieve 
that goal: basketball 
Capitalizing on the success of both the 
men’s and women’s teams, which cul- 
minated Monday night with the Huskies' 
victory in the national men's final, uni- 
versity officials have managed to secure 
SI billion from the legislature, lure prize 
professors and attract a surge or ap- 
plications from prospective students. 

"How does athletics help?” Hartley, 
now an education professor, asked Tues- 
day as die campus throbbed with Husky 
fever. “Let me count the billion ways.” 
And while a string of powerhouse 
basketball teams over recent years, in- 
cluding a national champion women’s 
team in 1995, has given UConn a taste of 
the riches and recognition that come 


with sports success, the upset of top- 
ranked Duke University, seen in about 
17 million homes, has the university’s 
officials dreaming even bigger. 

“UConn has been a serious academic 
institution for many decades, but ath- 
letics has enabled us to grow exponen- 
tially,” said its president, Philip Austin. 
“It helps os recruit students, enhances 
our ability to sell our program to the state 
legislature and energizes alumni and 
others who might be called on for phil- 
anthropic support” 

University officials say they can 
already measure the benefits of having 
strong teams: 

• Donations have increased from $6 
million five years ago to $20 milli on last 
year and an expected $25 million this 
year. Over those five years, thanks to 
donations and a strong stock market, the 
assets of tbe school's foundation grew 
from $50 million to $175 million. 

•Campos tours for prospective stu-. 
dents increased from 9,000 at this time 
last year to 1 2,000 so far this year. 

•The number of applications has ris- 
en 14 percent in tbe last year. 

• Since 1995, 97 construction and 
renovation projects have been com- 
pleted, and 51 are under way. 

The glow of mounting respect added 


to a frenzy Tuesday on campus, after 
many of the 15,000 undergraduate stu- 
dents stayed up all night, some singing 
“Kumbaya” over burning pizza boxes, 
then greeted the returning team at a huge 
pep rally with the winning score from tbe 
championship game, 77 to 74, displayed 
in lights on each wall. 

University administrators have a 
name for the spinoff benefit of winning 
teams — “the Flutie foctor,’’ for the 33 
percent increase in applications that 
Doug Flutie helped bring Boston Col- 
lege when he was a football star there in 
the early 1980s. 

Even the nation’s best-known insti- 
tutions can profit from a burst of tele- 
vision exposure for its teams. In 1996, 
after Northwestern University enjoyed a 
Cinderella football season and raadeitto 
the Rose Bowl, the admissions office 
had to print more applications and add 
phone lines. 

“It seems funny to say that sports 
validates an institu tion for a student who 
wants to major in science or music, but 
students want to go to a school that 
people are talking about,” said Rebecca 
Dixon, Northwestern's associate prov- 
ost for university enrollment “It maybe 
subliminal, but it is reaL” 

And that is exactly what has happened 


in the last decade to UConn, once an 
onglamorous, middle-of-the -pack 
school maro oned in the hills of eastern 
Connecticut 

Under Hartley, who was president 
from 1990 to 1996, UConn basketball 
players became lobbyists, traveling to 
Hartford, the state capital, to tel 1 law- 
makers about how difficult it Was to 
recruit athletes when the library was 
swathed in plastic sheeting to keep the 
brides from foiling. 

‘ Some professors criticized Hanley for 
his aggressive promotion of sports, but it 
worked. In 1995, the year the women’s 
tftam captured toe national champion- 
ship, the legislature voted to give the 
school $100 million a year for 10 years 
for construction and renovation.

According to a survey, 
journalists are now saying the same thing. 

• The Pew Research Center for the People and the Press 
interviewed 552 national and local journalists and news 
executives in print, television, radio and the Internet on how 
they view themselves. 

The results, released Tuesday, indicate that journalists think 
that reporting has become sloppier, that too many reporters 
use their articles and newscasts to speculate or state opinion 
and that financial pressures hamper the quality of news 
coverage. 

“A solid majority of journalists now are extremely critical 
of their profession on questions of news blurring with en- 
tertainment and commentary blurring with reporting," said 
Tom Rosenstiel, director of the Project for Excellence in 
Journalism, a media think tank in Washington.
